Rate Hike 


For Coeds 
Predicted

Students of Santa Ana. Col- 
lege: are no special problem to 
the traffic division of the Santa 
Ana City Police. 

In a special El Don interview 
today Lt. Harrel Davis, traffic 
commander of the. local police, 
said that “Santa Ana College dri- 
vers should be commended for 
not having caused any more of a 
traffic problem than they have. 

“If the young women dri- 
vers don’t check themselves; 
however, they will find them- 
selves in the same spot, in re- 
lation to insurance rates, that 
the male under twenty-five is,’ 
said Lt. Davis. 

“There is a growing trend,” 
said Davis, ‘‘within the insurance 
business to include the female 
driver in the higher insurance 
premium presently accorded to 
the male driver under twenty- 
five years of age.” 


According to the police depart- 
ment’s records here, thirty per 
cent of the traffic accidents were 
caused by drivers under twenty- 
five which is the figure given as 
the national average. 

Lt. Davis pointed out that 
the high insurance premiums 
for young drivers was solely a 
business decision and not a 
prejudical one. 

“Most accidents in Santa 
Ana,” added Davis, ‘are caused 
by violation of the right-of-way, 
which means just plain discour- 
tesy.”’ ‘ 


So far this year four out of 


_five accidents in Santa Ana have 


involved pedestrians, while three 
out of these four have been the 
fault of the pedestrian, said 
Davis. 

The police official urged 
that all drivers make use of a 
good frame of mind while dri- 
ving, displaying courtesy to- 
ward others and a real attempt 
to prevent traffic accidents. —

El Don Pages Record 
Local, National History

Thirty-seven years of col- 
lege history are bound in 
the files of El Don. 


The story of a growing 
community and nearly four 
decades: of journalistic his- 
tory are also recorded in 
these same pages. 


On December 17, 1924, a 
three column, four page 
aper, called the Junior College 
ews, appeared on the SAC 
campus—at that time sharing 
facilities with the local high 
school. 


National and Local History 

Since that day SAC’s news- 
paper has made both national 
and local history. El Don has 
‘been the recipient of 27 coveted 
“All-American” awards in 37 
years °f publication. 

El Don was the first junior 
college paper in the nation to 
subscribe to world-wide photo 
coverage through a _ wire-photo 
service in 1936. 


Separate Campus 


In 1936 El Don also launched 
a campaign for a separate college 
campus. 

The campaign reached its peak 
in 1938 when the college paper 
opposed R.C, Hoiles’ Register 
and placed a bond issue in the 
hands of the Santa Ana voters. 

Times Support 

The campus paper provoked 
comment from LA Times col- 
umnist E. V. Durling for the pro- 
posed campus. 

Voters and The Register de- 
feated the bond issue that year 
but the fight continued. Seven 
years later the issue passed and 
the campus became a reality. 

Editorial Survival 
» El Don now has the distinction 
of being one of the two Santa 


-Ana papers to survive editorial 


competition with the Register. 

The campus paper has played 
an important part in Santa Ana 
College growth, too. 

From Junior to SAC 

El Don sparked the campaign 
to remove “Junior” from the 
official college name and the in- 
stitution -became known as “San- 
ta Ana College’’. 

Through editorial prompting, 
the campus formed the first 


Immature and discourteous action on behalf of a few 
SAC students has placed in jeopardy the privilege of us- 
ing the Honer Plaza parking lot.

ing lot. 


“Continuous disregard of these requests by a few 
could make narking more difficult for all students in this 


area,” says Honer. 


SAC administration has no control over student con- 
duct at Honer Plaza, and it is therefore, up to the students 
-using this facility to see that this valuable privilege wil] 


not be revoked because of a discourteous few.

A campaign in 1959 cleaned 
up the student union, before the 
administration was forced to 
close it. 

El Don supported bloodmobiles 
on campus during the 50’s for 
the American Red Cross. 

Student Staff 

In 1955 El Don staffers took 
over the publication of the Or- 
ange Daily News for the May 5 
issue. 

El Don’s beginning dates back 
to 1922 when the high school 
paper, The Generator, alloted 
one column of space for JC 
notes. . \ 

In 1924 Generator Editor 
Theodore Jesse saw the need for 
a special section of college news. 
Without financial or adminis- 
trative backing, 20 volunteers 
undertook the task of publish- 
ing the one page section. 

Jay-Cee Rodeo 

The section, known as the Jay- 
Cee Rodeo, soon grew to two 
pages and in December of 1924 
the college was greeted with its 
own paper, the Junior College 
News. 

Still with no college backing, 
the News paid for its printing 
bills through the sale of adver- 
tising. When income failed to 
meet expenses, staff members 
paid the difference from their 
own pockets. 


Member of SIPA 

In the second issue of the 
News, January 16, 1925, the 
young paper announced accep- 
tance as members of the South- 
western Intercollegiate Press As- 
socation. 

The paper grew with the col- 
lege. 

The fall semester of 1925 saw 
the News co-sponsor a_ contest 
for the selection of a JC nick- 
name. 

‘Dons’ Elected 

Using the old Capistrano mis- 
sion as a motif, students chose 
the name “Dons” by a general 
ballot. 

The first issue of the next 
year saw a new nameplate for 
the paper-The Dons. It was 
changed after one issue to The 
Don. 

College Appropriation 
By this time the paper had a 


’ college appropriation and was 


under the leadership of SAC’s 
first journalism adviser, Cecil 
Steward. 

El Don, the Spanish translat- 
ion of The Don, first appeared 
on the nameplate January 7, 
1931 by order of the editor, 
Oran Asa. Asa was also respon- 
sible for the adoption of El Don’s 
present motto “With one aim - 
to serve student and college” in 
the same issue.

Nazi Germany Subject 


At Adult Seminar Talk 


“Nazi Germany During 
‘World War II’ was the top- 
ic of an address given by 
Dr. George E. Etue, Jr., to 
the Adult Seminar group 
Tuesday. 


Dr. Etue, new history in- 
structor at SAC, and a Ph.d. 
graduate of the University 
of California, opened the 
series of monthly luncheon 
meetings for the fall semester. 

Recent Conclusions 

Dr. Etue pointed oat many of 
the recent conclusions that his- 
torians have drawn about- the 
actualities of the German war 
effort in World War II. 

“The Germans did not wage 
an all-out war until their defeat 
at Stalingrad in 1942,” he said. 
This was Germany’s first major 
defeat. 

Dr. also 


Etue pointed out, 


alar belief, that sabotage in in- 
filtrated countries during the 
war did not seriously affect the 
German economic war effort. 
Hitler vs. Khrushchev 

In answering a question from 
the floor on a comparison be- 
tween Hitler’s ‘Mein Kamph” 
and Khrushchevs’ recent outlined 
program of worhd destruction, 
Dr. Etue replied, ‘“‘Though ‘Mein 
Kamph’ was not a blueprint of 
war, it did point out the great 
propaganda genius of Hitler, and 
can be compared to Khrushchev’s 
views m this way: Hitler wanted 
to dominate the European Order, 
Khrushchev wants to dominate 
the world.”
